At the same time the. information is 
authoritative that agepts representing 
the German. Government.or German in- 
terests have approached Mr. Schwab, 
not once, but several-times, since the 
beginning of the war, asking that nego- 
tiations be opened.

Germany Must Now Answer 
Whether Americans Are to 
be Safe on the High Seas. 


CABINET RUMORS DENIED 


Democrats Scout Coalition Idea and 
Insist There Will Be -No 
More Resignations.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June  9.— 
Robert Lansing’s first official act as 
Secretary of State ad interim—in 
which post he was installed by Pres- 
ident Wilson today—was to attach his 
name to the new American note to 
Germany. This document was the 
identical one that William Jennings 
Bryan refused to sign on the ground 
that it would be unfair to the cause 
nearest his heart—the prevention of 
war, The note is now on its way to 
Berlin, via London and Copenhagen, 
and will be made public in American 
newspapers on Friday morning. 

As cabled to the German Govern- 
ment: today, the note is known to be a 
firm~-and--vigorous ‘rejoiner ‘to the 
response that came on May 28 front 
Berlin. pfoposing a discussion over 
facts instead of making. direct answer 
to President. Wilson’s note of May 13, 
in which he demanded guarantees that 
German submarine attacks on inno- 
cent. merchant ships and passengers 
shhould be halted. 

The note of June 9—as today’s -com- 
munication to Germany will be re- 
corded in history—supports the posi- 
tion taken by the President in the 
notes of Feb. 10 and May 13, but.is 
even more determined and vigorous in 
its demand that bedrock principles of 
international law and the dictates: of 
humanity must be observed by Ger- 
many in its attitude toward unarmed 
merchant vessels and noncombatants 
on the high seas and in the naval 
war zone around the British Isles. 

The note to Germany—the third in 
the series of communications ‘enunci- 
ating America’s position on the von 
Tirpitz marine policy—was signed by 
Acting Secretary Lansing at 12:50 
o'clock this afternoon. At that mo- 
ment the resignation of Mr. Bryan be- 
came effective and he ceased to serve 
as a member of the Cabinet. Secre- 
tary Bryan had just left the White 
House after saying farewell to the 
President, and returned to his office 
at the State Department where he re- 
mained only long enough to ascertain 
that the note had been signed. 

Lansing Hurries the Note. 

Mr: Lansing handed the note to Ben 
Cc. Davis, the Chief Clerk of the State 
Department, who huried down stairs 
to the main floor of the building where 
the departmental telegraph and cipher 
office is situated. The cipher clerks 
were instructed to encipher the note 
at once and start it on its roundabout 
journey to Berlin. Within an hour 
the first page of the note was in cipher 
and at 2 o’clock the telegraph oper- 
ator began sending it to New York to 
be put on the cable. 

The note will be handed to repre- 
sentatives of the press at 6 o’clock to- 
morow afternoon for publication in 
Friday morning’s newspapers. Ef- 
forts to persuade the State Depart- 
ment officials to make the note public 
at an earlier date were unavailing. It 
‘was explained that the President did 
not wish to have the note printed here 
or in England before it was delivered 
by Ambassador Gerard to Herr von 
Jagow, the German Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, The note contains 
about 1,500 words. i 
Before the afternoon was over it 
had been telegraphed in its entirety 
from Washington. It is the hope and 
~| expectation of the Administration that 
it will’be in the hands of Ambassador 
Gerard tomorrow and that it will be 
delivered to the Berlin Government 
tomorrow night or by Friday. morning 
at the latest.

It treats these matters 
as‘irrelevant to the pivotal issue pre- 
sented by the insistence of the United 
States, that submarines~- cannot be 
used against merchantmen without an 
inevitable violation of many sacred 
principles of justice and humanity. 

It is understood that the note will 
inform. Germany that the American 
Government is confident that the Lu- 
sitania was not an armed vessel, 
but that technicalities cannot be per- 
mitted to cast a shadow. over the 
cardinal objection of the American 
Government against reckless, but 
premeditated attacks in vtolation of 
the laws of humanity and internation- 
al codes, without exercise of the bel« 
ligerent right of visit and search. 

Virtually an Ultimatum, 

Developments of the past .twenty- 
four hours give rise to the strongest 
impression in Washington that. the 
note is virtually an. ultimatum,’ al- 
though it may not be so technically. 
After the note has been made. public, 
it is said, there will be no doubt, if 
there is any existing now, that Presi- 
dent Wilson is determined that there 
shall be no turning back from his in- 
sistent demand for a radical change 
in .the German submarine policy, and 
that he will “ omit no. word or any act 
necessary~to the performance of the 
duty of the United States of maintain- 
ing the rights of this country and its 
citizens, and the safeguarding ‘their 
free exercise and enjoyment on the 
high seas.” ae 

The supplementary note of the Ger- 
man Government in which it acknowl- 
edged its fhistake in attacking “the 
American steamer Gulflight, ‘he made

What the 
President has been insisting upon, in 
his demand that merchant vessels 
should not be interfered ..with except 
through exercise of the right of visit 
and search, ‘has been “regulated in- 
terference” in strict accord with the 
requirements of international law. 
What he is opposing with the greatest 
vigor is the continuance of indiscrim- 
‘inate attack upon merchant ships and 
upon the lives of noncombatants. 


Confirms Our Attitude. 


The Cushing. attack, and the treat- 
ment of it in the supplementary Ger- 
man note, is regarded by the Wash- 
ington Government as a confirmation 
of its attitude: The Cushing was at- 
tacked with bombs by a German avia- 
tor. The German Government, in its 
supplemental answer, admitted that an 
aviator attacked a ship, and so far as 
it knows only one ship at the time and 
place that the Cushing was attacked. 
But this supplementary reply indicates 
that even when the-reply was sent, 
which was some days after the Cush- 
ing incident, the German Government 
was unable to tell whether its aviator 
had attacked the Cushing or some 
other ship, and did ‘not know whether 
the ship was a neutral or an. enemy, 
or what were its markings. 

President Wilson has been urging 
the necéssity of taking immediate 
steps to prevent such occurrences, and 
his position is that if the Germans 
should ‘first ascertain the facts re- 
specting the nationality and character 
of a merchant vessel and its cargo be- 
fore firing on it the danger of mis- 
takes would be avoided and innocent 
lives spared.

Attacks Mist Stop. 


It is the repetition of attacks on

The note cabled to Germany, it is 
said authoritatively, leaves room in 
many respects for a friendly reply, but 
contains firm insistence on the prin- 
ciples expressed in the American fiotes 
of February 10 and May 13.

As to the character of the impression 
created here by the stand taken by 
President Wilson, it can be best de- 
scribed as one of undiluted joy. 
@s a week ago confidential reports re- 
ceived in this country from America 
tended to give the idea that President 
Wilson's handling of the German dif- 
ficulty might be influenced by the pe- 
lief that the Mexican situatiqn required 
his first and chief attention. ‘ England’s 
c terization of President ilson 
has been built up on the British view 
of his policy in regard to Mexico. In 
this respect the attitude taken by the 
President in regard to Germany, it can 
be said, has come as a pleasant sur- 

rise to most Englishmen, even among 
hose best acquainted with the United 
States. 

Doubts if Germans Want War. 

The Daily News says: . 

“ Bryan's resignation ig hardly fore- 
seen a8 & consequence of the dispute be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
As we write the text of President Wil- 
son's note to Germany has not,yet been 
wssued, so the precise nature of the dif- 
ference between Wilson and Bryan is 
not apparent. It would be wrong to 
imagine that one approves and other 
disapproves of war with Germany. Both 
are equally sincere and zealous in the 
pursuit of peace. President Wilson is 
penetrated with the conviction that it 
would be a tremendous misfortune to 
the world in general, as well as his own 
country, if the United States were 
eegee into the war, and he will spare 
no effort to preserve peace. The Ger- 
mans have again very. strong motives 
for avoiding u conflict. The rulers of 
Germany can te under no illusions as 
to the magnitude of the disaster which 
a conflict with the United States would 
mean. The United States includes the 
steatest manufacturing plants in th 
werld, the jurgest population of first 
rate recruiting material and most in- 
ventive brains—a formidable enemy. 

e German Government _trifled 
with the United States because it had 
two illusions—that under no circum- 
stances would the United States Gov- 
ernment defend its rights by the sword 
an@ that the German-American elemen 
would prevent the American Govern- 
ment taking strong action by a menace 
of civil war. There is no longer room 
for either. Ulnder these circumstances 
it is reasonabie to conclude that most 
serious efforts will be made to avert a 
rupture, but a settlement is hardly 
practicab'e except on two conditions— 
that the tactics of procrastination are 
abandoned by Germany, and that Amer- 
ican = and American lives must be 
rendered secure. We shall see very 
soon what course Germany proposes 
to adopt, and whether any concessions 
she may offer are conditional. Those 
who are not parties to the dispute can 
safély leave it to President Wilson and 
thte American people. They are the 

ardians of their own honor and in- 
erests, and they need neither advice

Wilson and is prepared to support him 
in whatever course he has decided to 
pursue. 

*“ Bryan’s resignation is the result of 
views that are peculiarly his own. He 
is, as all the world knows, an out-and- 
out pacifist with a deep conviction not 
merely of the righteousness but of the 
feasibility of substituting conciliation 
for force in the conduct of international 
affairs. He sees his country taking up 
an attitude toward Germany which, if 
persisted in, involves the risk of war, 
and he feels he cannot conscientiously 
be a party to incurring any such lia- 
bility.- 

‘“‘The cause which he describes as 
nearest to- his heart is not the main- 
tenance of American :mterests or the up- 
holding of American honor, but ‘the 
prevention of war.’ President Wilson 
commands at this difficult moment the 
confidence of nis countrymen in a meas- 
ure rarely vouchsafed to any President. 
ey know that if an honorable solution 
can be found for the issues forced upon 
American statesmanship by German 
brutality he will not be backward in 
embracing it. They know, too, that if 
no such solution is obtainable he will 
face the alternative without fear, se- 
cure in the backing of a united nation.”’ 


Thinks Wilson Is Relieved. 

The Daily Chronicle, in an editorial, 
says: 

*“‘Mr. Wilson will really be eased rather 
than hampered by Secretarryr Bryan’s 
resignation, although the way in whicn 
that resignation came avout by public 
avowal of dissent in the middjJe of the 
most critical negotiation, wili strike the 
pose accustomed to the etiquette of 

uropean cabinets as one which would 
be almost unthinkable in a European 
capital. 

“The position of the United States 
enables it to afford many luxuries which 
might destroy a Eur>2pean ration. The 
luxury of sudden yudlic disagreements 
between its statesmen about elements of 
national policy is only one of the many. 
Whatever may be the outcome of par- 
ticular controversy with Germany, the 
statesmen of the United States must have 
during and after the war a difficult path 
to pick among the contending nations 
and a changing international landecape. 

‘No one more than Wilson, certainly 


safely through this crisis. The note 
about the Lusitania was universally ap- 
proved. Even the German-American ele- 
ments had to fall into line with it; Its 
concluding words showed that it was to 
be no ineffective policy, but a statement 
of a policy on which the United States 
would definitely insist. The means and 
method of insisting are for the President 
to decide, and he can do so unfettered 
by the curiously inconsistent withdrawal 
of the statesman who signed it.’”’ 


Rests with Germany. 


But whatever English opinion on the 
developments indicated by Mr. Bryan's 
resignation may be, the essential point 
recognized here ig that the future lies 
with Germany. What, in a word, will be 
Germany’s response? This is the un- 
known quantity. Speculation: may. be 
divided into three heads. First, it is 
suggested that the German Government 
will assume a. non-possumus attitude 
end will argue that Germany cannot 
give up a method of warfare which has 

een forced — it by the British dec- 
laration that Germany is a beleaguered 
nation and must be starved out, as Bis- 
marck in 1871 said that Paris was a be- 
leaguered city and ‘‘ must stew in its 
own juice.” e second view advanced

With America remaining outside the 
arena of hostilities and making money 
while other nations are spending it like 
water, the end of hostilities would find 
all European powers bled with the 
United States in a position to take the 
fullest advantage of their commercial 
and financial exhaustion. 


Firmness May Insure Peace. 


A Morning Post editorial, after stating 
that it is for the United States to decide 
whether peace or honor is the nobler 
ideal, says: 

‘“‘Tf we had been asked to suggest a 
man or a Ministry whose aversion to 
war would have made war impossible, 


and the Asquith Administration. And 
yet the inexorable logic of events forced 
them to declare war against the greatest 
of all military powers. And now we 
have Bryan resigning because Wilson, 
himself pre-eminently a man of peace, 
is being forced upon a course of action 
which may be incompatible with peace. 

‘““We would not be thought to sug- 
gest that war is inevitable between the 
United States and Germany. On the 
contrary, it is not improbable that it 
will still be avoided. A strong and 
self-respecting attitude is more likely 
to avert war than concession and sur- 
render. 

“We do not think President Wilson’s 
firmness endangers peace. On the con- 
trary, Germany is the sort of bully 
who understands and respects only one 
form of government. But in any event 
there comes a time to a Government 
when its nationals are murdered and 
their propertiy is destroyed, in which 
there can be only on attitude consistent 
with self-respect, whatever the conse- 
quences. Whether or not this time has 
come to the United States, it is for the 
United States to decide.”’ . 

The Daily Graphic says editorially: 

“The incident is in keeping with Mr. 
Bryan's spectacular career, but its im- 
erence may easily be overestimated. 

ryan was appointed to his high office 
not in recognitisn of any profound 
knowledge of international politics, but 
solely because he was Wilson’s chief 
competitor. 

“But he is an orator rather than a 
statesman, an orator with prodigious 
command of verbious platitudes and 
highly emotional to boot.” 


Sees Right On Both Sides. 


The Daily Telegraph says of Bryan’s 
resignation: ‘It is obvious from the 
President’s comment, ‘ If our objects are 
the same we ought to pursue them to- 
gether,’ that there was -no real differ- 
ence between Wilson and Bryan on the 


question of the end, but only on the se- 
lection of appopriate means. de- 
sired to vindicate America’s rights as 
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we should have said Sir Edward Grey’ 


a neutral against the high-handed action 
of Teutonic tyranny, but while the Presi- 
dent thought the moment had arrived for 
clear and unmistakable language which 


sophists could not fail to understand, 
the Secretary believed that something 
ought yet to be done by wise and pa- 
tient diplomacy to avoid even a possi- 
bility of a breakdown in the negotiations. 
“It is no business of ours to make 
any comment upon the incident, which, 
however we regard it, reflects no little 
credit on both parties to the contro- 
versy. The President has clearly taken 
his stand. on high ground, and, having 
made up his mind, chooses to adhere 
to his resolution as the most likely 
means of gaining his end. The Secre- 
tary of State equally has thought it 
his duty to be consistent with his past 
policy and refuses to desert the princi- 
ples which have been sacred to him.’ 
The Daily Express comments thus: 
“The resignation of Bryan is suffi- 
cient proof that President Wilson nas 
prepared a forcible reply to Germany’s 
impudent attempt to justify her sub- 
marine piracy. It would be of course 
premature to assume that there wiil be 
any formal breach between Germany 
and the United States.. The American 
policy is necessarily and properly dic- 
tated by American interests, and no one 
in this country will attempt to instruct 
the United States how to mind its own 
business. We count the sympathy of so 
many of the republic’s most disting- 
uished citizens as a priceless asset. 
‘We know America must always be 
on the side of liberty and progress, and 
we know, too, that her power.to defend 


even the most disingenuous of Berlin's ; i 


her dignity and her rights is as great as 
her love of peace. It would be easy for 


jus to exaggerate, the importance and 


significance of Bryan's resignation. He 
s one of those politicians who flourish 
in all Anglo-Saxon countries, who bring 
to the conduct of practical affairs in a 
dreadfully practical world many good 
intentions, excessive sentimentality, and 
a touching belief in words. He is es- 
sentially a pulpiteer. He has on many 
cccasions experierced the thrill of mov- 
ing crowded audiences with eloquent 
periods and rounded perorations, and he 
was lost and bewildered when he came 
to deal. with foreign statesmen who are 
indifferent to mere eloquence.’’ 

The Standard says: “Mr. Bryan’s 
attitude will no doubt bring some en- 
couragement to those people in Ger- 
many who persist in thinking that 
American sentiment is deeply divided, 
and that their intrigues have set up 
a serious pro-German current in the 
country, but the comments of leading 
American newspapers give little support 
to this suggestion. Mr. Bryan’s retire- 
ment does not seem likely to produce 
any serious effect on American opinion, 
nor will it weaken Mr. Wilson's position, 
which, indeed, will be stronger without 
the presence of this maladroit and em- 
barrassing subordinate.”’

GERMANS NEAR KOVNO, 


Also Cross the Windau and Advance 
Upon the Town of Shavli. 


BERLIN, June 9, (via London.)—As 


in Galicia, continuous progress is being 
made by the German armies operatin 
in the Russian Baltic provinces, an 
south of the Niemen the invaders are 
nearing Kovno, according to the official 
bulletin issued by the War Office today, 
which follows: 

The eastern bank of the River 
Windau at. Kubyli, northeast of Ku-

On the Dubysa the enemy’s northern 
wing has been driven back in a south- 
westerly direction. By an encirclin 
attack our foremost line has reach 
the highway of Betigol-Allglice. 

South of the Niemen River the Rus- 
sians retrea in the direction of 
Kovno after stubborn fights at Dem- 
bowaruda and Kozliszki. Three hun- 
dred prisoners and 200 machine guns 
were coperer- During the pursuit 
which followed we gained the fortified 
positions nang J ovno on the high 
road between Mariampol and Kovno. 


PETROGRAD, June 9.—The following 
official announcement concerning the 
operations on the north was given out

_In the Shavli district, Province of 
Kovno, the enemy received’ reinforce- 
ments, changed his front, and made an 
obstinate attack in the direction of 
Doubie.

Parla Claims an Advance of 100

LONDON, June 9%-—-The French 
continue their “nibbling” operations 
in most of the regions where fight- 
ing has recently been active, ap- 
parently with a fair degree of suc- 
cess. Paris reports, and Berlin 
admits, the French occupation of all 
the houses in the eastern part of the 
village of Neuville-St. Vaast. Some 
French gains are also recorded in 
the Labyrinth, to the north, and 
near Hebuterne, to the south, of Ar- 
tas and in the forest tof Le Prétre, 
although Berlin says the attack in 
the region last. mentioned failed 
* with sanguinary losses.” 

The following official communica- 
tion was issued by the French War 
Office tonight: 


Artillery fighting has continued 
very violently in the sector to ‘the 
north of Arras. We carried last 
night and this morning the houses 
in Neuvilie-St. Vaast, which the 
enemy still held. All the village 
on the east side is in our power. 
We have, besides, made progress 


‘up to the north group of houses. 


In the byrinth our advance is 
being folfowed up, notably in the 
southeastern section. 

In the region of Hebuterne, not- 
withstanding a violent bombard- 
ment, we extended our positions 
around the Toutvent Farm. 

In the region to the east of 
Tracy-le-Mont, at the Quenne- 
viéres Farm, a counter-attack by 
the enemy iast night was com- 
pletely checked. We have 
strengthened all the ground gained 
by us on June 6. 

On the rest of the front there is 
nothing to report. 

This is the French afternoon state- 
ment: . 

There is nothing to add to the 
official announcement of yester- 
day wvonae: with the exception of 
some details concerning the situa- 
tion at the Forest of Prétre. 
Here we made an advance of 100 
yards along a front of 360 yards.

All that could be used or transformed 
for the business of ammunition making 
are being worked at high 

“It must be remem , ac- 
cording to the Belgian official estimate, 
there is still a native population of 
7,000,000 in the country. The methodical 
German tyrants have taken pains to set 
all the operatives possible to work at 
shell making and ammunition preparing. 
Underfed as they were, the excessive 
toil has proved a grievous burden upon 
the wretched folk. All the industrial 
centres are being as closely guarded as 
prisons. Inside this iron ring the miser- 
able, underfed operatives are forced to 
their tasks, cut off from outside com- 
munications and induced to labor by 
methods of which the most ruthless mil- 
itary despotism the world has ever 
known has amply demonstrated itself 
capable. 

“*I see no reason to doubt that this is 
the situation in Belgium today. The 
Germans, so far as the Belgian works 
are concerned, are neve mostly cast- 
steel shells turned out. The rough cast- 
an is made in one place, and the turning 
off and finishing pass to other hands. 
The output under these circumstances is 
very high, and so carefully is the work 
systematized thatthereis almost no loop- 
hole for scamped werk, Similar 
conditions, I believe, are applied in the

‘Tt seems to me useful to report this 
skillful industrial handling of the situa- 
tion by the enemy, because it shows 
clearly what efforts are required by our 
working classes to face it.’

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The rest of Europe is negligible. 
Russia has been receiving ammunition 
from Japan, but Japan’s resources in 
raw iron are relatively unimportant. 
The United States’ is the only great 
non-European source of iron and iron 
manufactures, and its potentiality is 
more than three-quarters that of the 
whole of Europe. In 1913 it produced 
more pig iron than- Germany and 
Great Britain togethtr, or thirty-one 
‘million: tons, against Germany’s nine- 
teen and-Great. Britain’s ten and one- 
half million tons. 

Therefore Germany is right in sup- 
posing that her superiority in iron 
would be very difficult, perhaps im- 
possible, for the Allies to overcome out 
of their own ‘resources, that is, unless 
they could buy from us. One can 
understand the anger and disgust with. 
which the Germans see their conquest 
of the mines and furnaces of. Belgium 
and northeastern France brought sim- 
ply to: maught. So long as the Allies 
have the mioney and the credit .to buy 
in the American market there is‘ no 
danger of their being unable. ultimately 
to command. more iron than Germany.

If 
Germany is led to believe .that she 
has so many friends and supporters 
here, she will naturally shape her 
reply in such a way as to retain their 
friendship and support. A_ hostile 
answer would be the most effective 
means of uniting American sentiment. 
The whole people would be of one 
mind and Germany would have no 
sympathizers. 

But on quite other grounds it is not 
easily conceivable that the German 
answer will be in the nature of a 
rebuff. The reply to President Wx.- 
son’s note of May 13 was not a refu- 
tation, the moral and legal principles 
upon which it was based were not 
called into question. Germany. evad- 
ed discussions of principles because, 
as they were presented. by Mr. 
Witson, no discussion was possible. 
They are universally accepted truths. 
She asked only for an investigation 
into the facts, as to which she had 
been wholly misinformed and was 
evidently seeking delay. The note 
now going forward will not leave the 
facts of the Lusitania case open to 
further question, and the principles of 
the earlier note will be reasserted in 
a manner to call.either for’ assent or 
rejection. Germany cannot reject the 
foundations of law and morality with- 
out putting herself in a position 
which no civilized nation can occupy, 
without forfeiting all right to re- 
spect and consideration.. The reply 
may not be satisfactory, but at least 
it will. not be a defiance. Germany 
has no more wish to provoke a quar- 
rel with us than we have to make one 
with her.

os WTHE TRAGEDY: OF INNOCENCE. 

«Nor ‘shall - any State. deprive: any 
* person . of. life, liberty, or property 
“ without due process of law.” So reads 
the°’Constitution. The Georgia Prison 
Commission, (one member dissenting,) 
declines to recommend a commutation 
of the sentence of death imposed upon 
Leo M. Frank. It rests its decision 
upoh the ground that all the forms 
of law have been observed.. FRANK 
was regularly indicted, tried, and con- 
victed, by due process. The trial 
Judge, who had the right to impose 
a sentence either of death or life im- 
prisonment, condemned the defendant 
to be hanged, by due process. Several 
appeals were taken, first to the: higher 
courts of Georgia, -which confirmed: 
the lower courts, and then to the 
United States Supreme Court, which 
declined to interfere, on the finding 
that everything had béen done by due 
process of law. The Prison Commis- 
sion finds that no “ technical, propo- 
sition of ‘law or procedure” has pre- 
vented Franx from enjoying his “ legal 
and constitutional rights.’”” Therefore 
it can see no reason for making an 
exception of his case, and refuses to 
interfere with the law’s process. 

The question of Franx’s guilt or in- 
nocence is left unargued. That hu- 
manly paramount question, in fact, 
has not been arguable in any court 
since the jury brought in a_ verdict, 
“Guilty.” The only open question 
since has been whether that verdict 
was reached in a lawful manner. The 
Georgia courts: declared it had been; 
the United States Supreme Court 
said, in. effect, that: the opinion of the 
Georgia. courts on that point was 
final, and now theGeorgia Prison Com- 
mission, offering no opinion on the 
question: of guilt or innocence, indeed,

It now remains for the Governor to 
exercise his discretion. But it remains 
also for the people of Georgia to 
make it known whether they are will- 
ing that the good repute of their State 
should be imperiled by a proceeding 
which, though of attested legal regu- 
larity, may at some future day be 
proved to have been an act of dread- 
ful injustice, the most monstrous of 
all, the execution of an innocent man.

THE STATEN ISLAND TRANSFERS. 

The discussion over the withdrawal 
of transfers between the surface cars 
and the city’s ferry to Staten Island 
proceeds as though there were no 
other course save to continue on the, 
present basis or to.stop altogether. 
The objection is that the transfers are 
used too much by those for whom they 
were not intended, that is by mere 
excursionists,: rather than by the res- 
idents of Richmond, who pay taxes 
for rapid transit accommodations sup- 
plied to other boroughs at their ex- 
pense in part, and only supplied: to 
them by the ferry whose facilities it 
is now proposed to reduce. 

The system of carf-ferry transfers 
was introduced in September, at the 
end of the excursionist season, and it 
is proposed to stop it as the excur- 


pmion season is opening. “The deficit 


lat the léast promising season of the 
year is less than was calculated, and 
the profit-making season lies ahead. 
The-time of trial is too brief to allow 
a final judgment to’be formed, or to 
allow an increase ofgfares without a 
protest. No doubt the excursionists 
would stand the increase with less 
complaining than the regulars from 
Richmond. They ride only occasional- 
ly, and the increase is*only a few 
dimes for them, while it is $30 yearly 
for. the Richmondites.. Operators of 
private travel facilities know how to 
meet that point. They have two 
fares, one for the regulars and an- 
other for the occasionals. Why 
might not the city provide commu- 
tation. rates for those whom it could 
coax to Richmond in that way? The 
loss on the ferry would be nothing to 
the gain in taxes by the empty re- 
gions which might thus be populated 
and which promise to be depopulated 
in some degree if the city now recalls 
the facilities which it supplied with 
better success than was expected.

poverished by the necessary operations of 
the war-crushing indemnities. After our 
occupation, the inhabitants went on with 
their customary work, and those who were 
in need came to our. commissaries. and 
secured rations, I have, as acting - com- 
missary; myself issued such rations. 

The only town, as far as I can find rec- 
ord, that was burned ‘‘under orders’’ during 
the civil. war was Chambersburg, Penn. This 
burning was done by .Colonel McCausland 
under the orders of General Harly because 
the amount of an indemnity demanded had 
not been paid. with sufficient. promptness. 
This was, however, an isolated and ex- 
ceptional act. It'was the general policy of 
both armies, as is made clear by the order- 
books, not to destroy, but to protect the 
towns and the inhabitants.
